It has the sanction of 
antiquity and the approbation of our 
religious convictions In acknow- 
ledging the receipt of Divine favor, 
in contemplating the blessings which 
have been bestowed upon us, we 
shall reveal the spiritual strength of 
the nation. 

"The year has been marked by a 
continuation of peace, whereby our 
country has entered into a relation- 
ship of better understanding with 
all the other nations of the earth. 
Ways have been revealed to us by 
which we could perform very great 
service through the giving of friend- 
ly counsel, through the extension of 
financial assistance and true exercise 
of a spirit of neighborly friendliuess 
to less favored peoples. We should 
give thanks for the power which has 
been given into our keeping, with 
which we have been able to render 
these services to the rest of mankind. 
"At home we have continually 
had an abundant state of public 
wealth. 

"The production of our industries 
has been large and our harvests have 
been bountiful. We have been re- 
markably free from disorder and re- 
markably successful in all these pur- 
suits which flourish during a state of 
domestic peace. An abundant pro- 
spetity has overspread the land. We 
shall do well to accept all these favors 
and bounties with a becoming humil- 
ity, and dedicate them to the service 
of the righteous cause of the giver 
of all good and perfect gifts. As the 
nation has prospered, let all the 
people show that they are worthy to 
prosper, by rededicating America to 
the service of God and mankind. 

"Therefore I, Calvin Coolidge, 
President of the United States of 
America, hereby proclaim and fix 
Thursday, the twenty-seventh day 
of November, as a day for national 
thanksgiving. I recommend that 
the people gather in their places of 
worship and at the family altars and 
offer np thanks for the goodness 
which has been shown to them in 
such a multitude of ways. 

" Especially I urge them to sap- 
plicate the Throne of Grace, that 
they may gather strength from their 
tribulations; that they may gain 
humility from their victories; that 
they tiny bear without complaining 
the burdens that shad be placed 
upon them, and that they may be in- 
creasingly worthy in all ways of the 
blessings that shall come to them. 
In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused to be 
affixed the great seal of the United 
Stat. 

"IX>ne at the City of Washington, 
this Fifth day of our Lord one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-four, 
and of the Independence of the Unit- 
ed Sates the one hundred and forty- 
ninth.

AUTOMOBILE DRIVER8. 



As was stated in a previous edito- 
rial, it is advisable to institute a 
campaign of education about tbe 
abilities of tbe deaf. 

Almost all bearing people unrea- 
soningly believe that the sense of 
hearing is necessary for safety 
and security in driving automobiles. 
It has previously been shown that 
the sense of hearing plays no part in 
properly operating an automobile. 
Sometimes, indeed, bearing has 
proved a faulty sense and one that 
invites calamity. 

Here is one instance that corrobo- 
rates the foregoing assertion: — 

During the centennial celebration 
at the Kentucky Institution for the 
Deaf , a great many deaf mutes at- 
tended it, traveling by automobiles. 
One party, made up of deaf-mutes in- 
cluding the driver, was accosted by 
a hearing driver and asked directions 
to a certain town. 

The deaf- mule driver wrote that 
he was on his way to the same place, 
and told tbe other driver to follow 
him. The driver was somewhat 
nervous about following a party who 
could not bear, but having no alter- 
native he did so. In the course of 
an hour or so they came to a railroad 
crossing. Tbe deaf driver stopped, 
and up looked both down and up the 
track. The hearing driver said that 
there was no train coming, as he bad 
listened, but did not bear one. He 
motioned the deaf mute to go ahead, 
and started to pass and cross the 
tracks. The deaf-mute signalled 
him to stop. And just then a rail- 
road train went roaring by. 

Tbe hearing driver was profuse in 
bis apologies and gratitude, because 
had he relied upon his sense of hear- 
ing, be would undoubtedly have 
been killed. 

This only shows that tbe sense of 
bearing in driving automobiles is un- 
reliable. The alert eyes are entirely 
dependable and the sole guarantee 
of safety. 

And the deaf have alert eyes. In 
losing a limb by amputation, it is an 
establisbed fact that the other limb 
becomes more strong and useful. 
So witb those who have lost a sense. 
The senses remaining become more 
acute. Tbe blind can almost see 
through their finger tips. The eyes 
of the deaf, being their sole reliance, 
see and note everything. The hear- 
ing driver places too much impor- 
tance upon the sense of audition, 
which shares with recklessness and 
disregard of traffic rules tbe respon- 
sibility for so many accidents and 
fatalities.

The death in Philadelphia on 
October 26lh, 1924, of Reverend 
Charles Orvis Dantzer, M.A , 
marked the pawning of one. of the 
baat known deaf persons in Ameii 
ca, to whom the history of Church 
Work Among the Deaf must needs 
give generous and uustiuteci credit 
for his work at All Souls' Chinch 
for the Deaf, which he served as 
pastor for almost twenty years. It 
is wall known thai tbe Rev. Henry 
Winter Syle, M.A., founded All 
Souls' Church, as the home of All 
Souls' Mission to tbe Deaf, by alter 
ing and adapting an old church 
building to its needs, but it fell to 
the lot of Reverend Dantzer to re- 
build the church entirely new in its 
present location on Sixteenth Street 
above Allegheny Avenue, Philadel- 
phia. 

Reverend Dantzer was the fifth 
minister of All Souls' Mission, for- 
merly known as "The Ephphatha 
Mission," his predecessors having 
been the Rev. Dr Thomas Gal 
laudet, who founded the Mission in 
1859; Rev. Dr. Francis J Clerc, 
D. D. ; tbe Rev. Henry Winter Syle, 
M.A. ; and the Rev. J. M. Koehler, 
MA. Rev. Dantzer was succeed 
ed as Pastor of All Souls' Church 
for tbe Deaf by tbe Rev. Warren 
Milton Smaltziu May 1923. 

The following brief sketch of Mr. 
Dantzer was wiitten by us at the 
time he came to Philadelphia to 
take charge of All SonU' Church, 
beiiiK from our writings to the 
Silent Worker. 

"Charles Orvis Dantzer was born 
in Buffalo, N. Y., on September 
19th, 1864. He became deaf at 
eight and a half years of age, hav- 
ing previously attended the public 
schools la Buffalo and in Richmond, 
Indiana. Latterly be attended the 
Le Couteiux St. Mary's Deaf-Muie 
Institute, Buffalo, and the Indiana 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 
Entering Gallaudet College in the 
fall of 1881, be graduated with the 
degree of H.A., in 188G, and was 
advanced to Master of Arts in 1896. 
He taught for a few months in the 
Indiana Institution (his Alma 
M ater) and for one year (1888) in the 
School for Defective Youth, in Van- 
couver, Washington Territory. 

"In 1889, Mr. Dantzer returned 
East and took up the study of the 
ministry on the suggestion of Rev. 
CharlesH. Smith, D D, of Buffalo, 
and the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet. Like 
many a student iu the beginning, 
be was somewhat hampered by lack 
of means, but undaunted, bavin? 
considerable artistic talent, he em 
ployed his spare time in executing 
water color drawings, and was so 
successful in selling them that he 
was not only able to support him- 
self, but also to pay Ins traveling 
expenses when he began the active 
work, on February 2d, 1890. 
The work in Western NVw York 
was always difficult, and bad to be, 
■lally in tbe eaily days, laigely 
a matter of faith. The first money 
be received from the Church for 
his tnissionaiy work was a grant of 
$50.00 from the old Deanery of 
Buffalo in 1891. This was all he 
i ved that. year. 
"In 1891, Mr. Dauizer was mar 
ried to Miss Emma J. Stephens, of 
Evausville, Indiana, a great gfand 
daughter of Gen. Robert Evans, 
founder of Evausville. Two chil- 
dren, both boys, were born of this 
union (both since grown to man- 
hood . ) 

Mr. Dantzer was ordained Dea- 
con March 10th, 1892, and Priest in 
June 6th, 1895, by Bishop Hunting- 
ton, of the Diocese of Central New 
York. Limited as his Held ■ 
Western New York from 1891 to 
May 1904, bis wot k there comf- 
1837 terriers, 158 baptisms, 125 
confirmations, 28 marriages, and 17 
burials." 

Reverend Dantzer was called to 
All Souls' Church for the Deaf by 
Bishop O W. Whitaker and as 
MUM charge on June 1, 1904. He 
found tbe financial condition at the 
church unfavorable, as it had been 
frankly represented to be, and lost 
no tin. eit of debt. This was 

accomplished in due time, for ■ 
sesaing a f personality, be 

readily won tbe admiration and co- 
operation of the All Souls' people. 

Mr. Dantzer saw early that the 
task of keeping the old church 
building in good repair was no 
small one and very expensive. 
While a new church building seem 
ed a hopeless dream to roost mem- 
- of the old AH Solus', ihe pastor 
worked quietly to that end, of 
which proof may be found in his 
annual report to the Bishop in May, 
1908, only four years afier bis ad- 
vent at All Souls.' Then he made 
following pb 
" As I have said several times iu 
the past, our one great and orj, 
need Is a well-equipped Pai 
House where an up-to-date luatl 
tional work might be pi 
For such a building we have room 
.ur chuir-h lot, but experts think 
that in order to get the b.-nt results, 
it would be advisable to raze the 
present chorcb building, which Is 
and needs constant repairing, 
entailing an endless expense to the 

-illy 
i on, I think, if jxissible, 
it would be well to consider the 
suggestion of many of our people to 
sell the pre* . and mi 

nearer to Broad Street, where the 
sariouudings are more congenial. 
If we decide to rebuild entirely, it 



will be far easier to construct a 
Church and Parish Buildit g iu hc 
cordarice with the needs of a people 
depending on the eye " 

Nine years later (1H13) tbe wish 
expressed above, or the dream of 
1904, found a happy consummation 1 
All Souls' Church for the Deaf was 
rebuilt entirely new with the addi- 
tion of a Psrlsh House, lb rough tbe 
munificence of a prominent Layman 
of the Church and kind friend of 
the deaf, in response to Pastor 
Dautzer's ceaseless work and 
prayers 

After being perm itted to continue 
his Pastorate at All Souls' for a 
little moie than five years, 
Reverend Dantzer was compelled 
to seek rest, from his labors by 
constant and groaing ill health, so, 
on the advice of friends, hereluc 
tantly resigned as Pastor in May 
1923. His condition after that did 
not field to improvement, as it was 
thought it would do with absolute 
rest and freedom from cares; he 
grew weaker and weaker with 
time; his walking was very slow and 
required much effort, due in great 
part, to a fractured knee-cap. 
About two weeks or so before bis 
death, in attempting lo mount the 
stairs of his home, he fell heavily to 
the floor and fractured a thigh. 
He was then ren oved to the Epis- 
copal Hospital, where death relieved 
him on Sunday evening, October 
26th last, in the 60th year of bis 
age 

The funeral was hi-ld on Wcdnes 
day, October 29th, at 2 P. M , from 
All Souls' Chinch for the Deaf. 
Bishop QarlsOd officiated, assisted 
by the Itev. Herbert C. Merrill, of 
tbe Diocese of Central and Western 
New York (by request of the fam- 
ily); Rev Warren M. Smallz, of 
all Souls'; Rev Dr Louis C. Wash- 
burn, of Old Christ Church; and the 
Rev. James O Mcllbenny, of the 
Church of the Resurrection. About 
fifteen bearing clergyman attended 
the -er vice, also Reverends O. J. 
Whildin, of Baltimore, Md , and 
George F. Flick, of Chicago, III , 
who happened to be iu the East at 
the time The Rev. John H. Kent, 
of St. Ann's New York, called the 
evening previous to the funeral be- 
eaose of a funeral engagement the 
next day 

The interment was in Cedar Hill 
Cemetery, in Frankford, Philadel- 
phia.
